| Soviet Capital 
Hails Birthday 
Of Red Forces

MOSCOW, Feb. 23.—While the 
Red Army went about its work 
afield on the 26th anniversary of 
its founding, Muscovites celebrat- 
ed the holiday in beflagged 
streets, pulsing with an animation 
they have hardly displayed since 
the war began. 

Civilians and troops on leave or 
in transit hurried through light 
snow and lined up in queues be- 
fore news-stands awaiting the 
papers containing the order of 
the day in which Stalin hailed the 
Red Army and pledged certain 
victory. 

The victory cannon of Moscow, 
Leningrad, Kiev, Gomel, Dnepro- 
petrovsk and Rostov were primed 
for concerted salvos this evening 
to celebrate the Red Army's tri- 
umphs in the last year. 

The front pages of all newspap- 
ers were splashed with Stalin's 
order of the day. ‘The second and 
third pages were given over 
largely to communiques and lists

three foreign bombers dropped high 
explosives on Stockholm’s southern 
suburbs and at Staengnacs—where 
the bombs were identified as of 
Russian origin—last night, smash- 
ing hundreds of windows but ap- 
parently causing no deaths, 

Russian planes were over Fin- 
land again last night. A dispatch 
telephoned from Turku (Aabo), 
the main Finnish port for traffic 
with Sweden, 175 miles northeast 
of Stockholm across the Baltic 
Sea, said there had been a four- 
hour air alarm there beginning at 
7.20 p.m. 

A German DNB News Agency 
dispatch said Turku was attacked 
by Soviet planes during the night.

Alexandra Kollontay, Soviet 
ambassador to Sweden, in an at- 
tempt to learn Russia's terms for 
permitting Finland to get out of 
the war.

Name Calgarian 
New President 
Of Labor Group 


Duncan B. McKenzie, Calgary a 
trade unionist for more than 30 
years, and a past vice-president 
of the Alberta Federation of 
Labor, was elected president in 
succession to Alfred Farmilo, Ed- 
monton. Malcolm Ainslie, Edmon- 
ton, was elected general secre- 
tary, sucteeding Carl E. Berg, 
and Harvey M. Bishop, Edmon- 
ton, was named delegate to the 
Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada. 

Mr. McKenzie was opposed by 
William Alford, Lethbridge, and G. 
G. Cushing, secretary of the Cal- 
gary Trades and Labor Council, 
sought election to the general sec- 
retaryship. 

The next convention of the fed- 
eration will be held at Calgary, and 
will be at the call of the executive. 

The eonvention went on record 
as favoring a maximum eight-hour 
day and 40 hour week for all work- 
ers a.nd requested the Alberta 
government to enact legislation re- 
cognizing the eight-hour dey and/| 
40 hour week as a post-war meas- 
ure. 

It was further resolved that 
should it be found that a surplus of 
labor still exists after this measure 
is enacted that a further reduction 
be made in the daily and weekly 
maximum hours of work. These 
resolutions were sponsored by the 
Soy, Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil, 

A resolution calling for holi- 
days with pay for workers in all 

industries was endorsed, as was 
one enforcing the principle of 
labor management councils where 
labor representatives are elected 
by their trade unions. 

Immediate establishment of a 
national health scheme was de- 
manded, Another resolution that all 
men returned from military service 
should be maintained on army pay 
in civil life until suitable employ- 
ment is found for them was unani- 
hously endorsed. 


SEEK PENSION 

A resolution calling on provincial 
and Dominion governments to ac- 
cept the principle of retirement on 
adequate pension of veterans of 
the Great War, 1914-18, on reaching 
the age of 60 or less age under cer- 
tain circumstances instead of the 
current 65 years retirement limit 
was endorsed, 

It was requested also that where 
superannuation and pension plans 
do not give credit to the employee 
for time service in the Great War 
be amended to do so. 

The convention instructed the in- 
coming executive to make a study 
of existing Alberta legislation and 
the recommendations of the J. L. 
Cohen, K.C., report on labor rela- 
tions with a view to evolving a 
sound labor code for the province. 


Barkley Resigning 
Senate Leadership 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 23.—(AP)— 
Senator Alben W. Barkley of Ken- 
tucky offered his resignation today 
as Democratic leader of the Sen- 
ate in a vehement protest against 
President Roosevelt's tax veto, 
which he denounced as a “deliber- 
ate and calculated assault upon the 
honesty and integrity” of Congress- 
men, 

Barkley threw down the leader- 
ship after a bitter and sarcastic at- 
tack on the President—titular head 
of Barkley’s own party. 

He shouted his anger at the 
President's veto message and at 
one time termed Mr, Roosevelt's 
own tax goals as “fantastic.” 


“Other members may do as they 


please,” Barkley shouted. “I do 
not propose to take this unjustifi- 
able assault lying down.” 


As the Kentuckian gave up the 
leadership he has held since 1937 
he turned to his colleagues and 
shouted: 

“If the Congress of the United 
States has any self respect left it 
will override this veto and enact 
this tax bill into law.”

ence. 
PLANE HEAVILY HIT 

“PO, Jones manoeuvred with skill 
but his aircraft was repeatedly hit 
by cannon and machine gun fire 
before the enemy aircraft could be 
evaded, One engine was disabled, 
the rear and midupper turrets were 
rendered’ unserviceable. 

“The starboard tail plane, the 

elevator and the fuselage were 
damaged while one of the bomb 
doors was almost shot away, Some 
stores caught fire but PO. Jones 
jettisoned the burning articles 
and course was set for home. 
+ “The aircraft was difficult to con- 
trol and some height was lost but 
displaying great skill and determin- 
ation PO. Jones flew the damaged 
aircraft to base. 

“In the face of a most trying 
situation he set a fine example of 
coolness and courage.”

The minister said the govern- 
ment had decided to advance 
from 1929 to 1934 the model of 
automobile that would be eligible 
for reduced license rates now in 
effect for older cars. 

Mr. Hooke announced the license 
reduction plan during the course of 
a debate on a resolution introduced 
into the House by J. Percy Page, 
Independent M.L.A. for Edmonton, 
which called for a flat 20 per cent 
reduction in all motor license fees 
collected in the province. On a di- 
vision, the resolution was rejected. 


EXTEND ARRANGEMENT 

The license fee reduction is to be 
put into effect on al! automobiles 
manufactured prior to 1934, Mr. 
Hooke said, This will effect an ex- 
tension of arrangements made a 
few years ago, when cars manufac- 
tured up until 1929 were allowed 
licenses on a lower scale, gradu- 
ated according to wheelbase. 

It was announced that the 13,- 
710 car owners who are to bene- 
fit under the new plan will bring 
to 44,160 the number of owners 
who benefit by the reduced rates 
on older model cars. Some 30,450 
already receive reductions under 
the 1929 “cut-off” date..

LOS ANGELES, Feb, 23,— 
(AP) — Clearing skies today 
promised termination of a storm 
that brought 7.19 inches of rain 
in four days, caused four deaths, 
drove more than 300 persons from 
their homes and caused wide- 
spread damage to southern Cali- 
fornia, 

In suburban Rosemead a 
porch, ripped from one house by 
a tornado, knocked a hole in an- 
other, A cafe was unroofed and 
trees, lampposts and signboards 
uprooted by the twister, No one 
was hurt. 

Violent breakers tossed 12 fish- 
ing vessels ashore at Santa Mon- 
ica and sank two others at their 
moorings. Half of the Malibu pier 
was torn away, 

The city’s 407 public schools 
closed yesterday, but the 300,000 
pupils were summoned back to 
Classes today, except where heat 
was off, 

Flood conditions blocked the 
Southern Pacific's coast and val- 
ley lines, the railroad announced 
with army approval. 


Fifty families were evacuated 
from their homes in Long Beach 
when a drainage pool overflowed, 
On Los Angeles’ southwest side, 
25 families fled their houses 
when water rose to 1-foot height 
in their living rooms,

For New Blow 
At Beachhead

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, Feb. 23—British and 
American troops on the Anzio 
front held firm under new Ger- 
man counter-attacks, a commun- 
ique said today, as front reports 
indicated Nazi armored forces 
were massing in great strength 
for a third major attempt to 
crush the Allied beachhead. 


Covered by bad weather and a 
day-long artillery barrage that sent 
hundreds of shells scrashing into 
the beachhead, the Germans thrust 
repeatedly against the Allied lines 
yesterday and moved strong for- 
mations of tanks and shock troops 
into position for a general attack, 

(The German-controlled Rome 
radio said today that “the German 
high command has deemed it ad- 
visable to halt operations south of 
Rome for the time being,” the list- 
ening post of Reuters News Agen- 


cy reported. There was no indica- | 


tion of such plans from Allied 
quarters.) 

British artillery for the second 
straight day broke up an enemy 
concentration in the Aprilia sec- 
tor and two attacks against Amer- 
ican lines west of Cisterna were 
beaten off. 


HEAVY NAZI CASUALTIES 

Headquarters spokesmen said the 
Germans suffered considerable cas- 
ualties in both sectors, but it was 
indicated the local actions were de- 
signed to screen Nazi preparations 
for another big push, 

How badly the Germans “took it” 
during their four-day attack from 
Feb. 16 to 19 was indicated by offi- 
cial Allied reports that Nazi cas- 
ualties in that assault were the 
heaviest of the Italian campaign. 

Five hundred German dead 
were counted in front of one sec- 
tor, southeast of Aprilia. 

On the 5th Army’s main southern 
front and the British 5th Army's 
Adriatic sector, only minor patrol 
classes were reported. 


Roosevelt Shares 


Churchill’s Views 
On Ending of War 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(CP) 
~President Roosevelt, emphasizing 
what Prime Minister Churchill said 
in the House of Commons earlier 
in the day, told his press confer- 
ence late yesterday that there was 
no assurance the European war 
will end in 1944, 

That was exactly what he had 
been saying for the last two years, 
the President said, when question- 
ed on the Churchill statement, 

However, the President said Mr 
Churchill's warning against over- 
optimism and his own, did not 
mean there would be any slowing 
up of operations. 

But he did not discuss any phase 
of the European war situation,

Aldermen, by unanimous vote 
Tuesday afternoon, accepted the 
bid: of 99.336 made by a syndicate 
of six financial houses for the 
re-financing of $1,700,000 of Ed- 
monton’s debenture debt, and 
passed two bylaws to implement 
the re-financing. 

Aldermen Sidney Parsons and R. 
Winslow Hamilton were absent 
from the meeting. The former was 
attending sessions of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor, and the latter 
is indisposed. 

The proposed issue of bonds will 
carry an average interest rate of 
3.54 per cent., while the average 
interest rate now being paid on 
the entire city debt is 4.93, Com- 
missioner John Hodgson told mem- 
bers of the city council. 
“FAVORABLE BID” 

He said the re-financing offer 
must be regarded as a “mighty fav- 
orable bid,” and will help to re- 
establish Edmonton bonds on the 
stock market at lower interest rates. 

There were three bids for the re- 


financing, the others, also from 
eastern financial interests, were 
99.63 and 98.523, 


The proceeds of this debenture 
issue will be turned over to the 
Edmonton Sinking Fund Board for 
loans advanced under the refunding 
plan, 1937. and it will be utilized 
to call $3,450,000 of Edmonton bonds 
on August 1. 


Aiding Deserters 


To Bring Penalties 


OTTAWA, Feb. 23, — (CP) — 
Assistance to a person deserting 
from the armed forces is made a 
violation of the Defence of Canada 
Regulations under an amendment 
published today in Canadian War 
Orders and Regulations, 

Penalties of imprisonment for 
not more than six months are pro- 
vided for persons found guilty of 
persuading or assisting a member 
of the forces to absent himself 
without leave or desert, or to con- 
ceal such a member. A_ similar 
penalty is provided for persons 
performing an act to make a mem- 
ber of the forces physically unfit 
for service,

All Army Ranks, 
C.W.A.C. Can Wear 
Civilian Clothes 


OTTAWA, Feb. 23.—(CP)—AIll 
ranks of the army and C.W.A.C. 
now may wear civilian clothes on 
leave of seven days or more, army 
headquarters said last night. 

Previously army personnel could 
only wear clothing other than uni- 
form for sports requiring special 
dress. 

The change in the regulations 
was announced in a recent routine 
order,

' 
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Real Disarmament 


In 36, hours Allied bombers tossed 10,- 
000 tons of explosives into Hitler's war 
machinery. Not many of the bombs were 
dropped in Berlin and apparently none in 
the Ruhr. Those areas, which Goering 
promised complete immunity against air 
attack, have been so immobilized that they 
offer few worth-while targets. The im- 
portant centres of enemy production now 
are those which a year ago were rated of 
minor value. The big ones have been 
knocked out. Now the smaller centres are 
being struck off the production map. 

The Nazi forces are estimated at 4,500,- 
000 men. Though a large per centage of 
these are second line troops, that is a huge 
army. But numbers do not count for much 
in modern war when equipment gets 
scarce, and the equipment problem must 
be giving the Fuehrer nightmares. The 
factories and railways blown up by Allied 
bombers may have been as heavy a blow to 
the enemy strength as the loss of 316,000 
men killed and captured by the Russians 
since Christmas. 


Divorce Remedies 


Alarmed by the current increase in the 
divorce rate, the British Columbia legisla- 
ture proposes to establish the office of 
king’s proctor. This innovation was sug- 
gested some months ago by Chief Justice 
Farris who pointed out that a king’s proc- 
tor, as in England, is charged with the task 
of acting as intermediary in divorce and 
domestic relations cases and with prevent- 
ing collusion in such actions. 

The appointment of a _ king’s proctor 
might obviate some irregularities in 
divorce evidence. It might prevent the fil- 
ing of some few suits. 

But why complicate the machinery of 
divorce when the same result can be much 
more effectively achieved by tightening 
the machinery of marriage? In short, the 
security of matrimony is best attained, not 
by making divorces more difficult, but by 
making marriage more difficult. 

Divorce increases as marriage becomes 
more hasty and ill-considered. A deliberate 
and well-considered marriage seldom 
comes apart. 

A law providing for a longer interval 
between the issue of a license and the per- 
formance of the ceremony, for medical 
examinations, and for careful investigation 
of marital candidates, would do more, to 
brake the acceleration of divorce than a 
dozen king’s proctors, 


A Great Tradition 


In the midst of heated discussions about 
juvenile delinquency and other spiritual ail- 
ments of childhood comes Boy Scout and 
Girl Guide Week to offer, in a quiet and un- 
obtrusive way, the ultimate solution to all 
such vexing problems. 

For the Boy Scouts and the Girl Guides 
and, in a less direct way, the Canadian 
Girls in Training are all fruits of a great 
moral tradition which attacks juvenile 
delinquency in its very fundamentals, 

That tradition, emphasized so devotedly 
and excellently by Lord Baden-Powell, is 
based on the very simple formula that if 
you give children self-respect and interest- 
ing things to do they will not turn out 
wrong. If you align them early enough 
with the principles of decency and service, 
they seldom wander from that path. 

The great concept of the Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides and the C.G.I.T. too, for that 
matter, is that the useful and ennobling 
things of life are much more interesting 
and dramatic than the selfish and squalid 
things of life. 

On that proposition, the organizations 
founded by Baden-Powell have attained a 
heroic place in the life of many nations, 

It is a magnificent tradition that has 
been translated into effective reality, And 
to all those who have a part in these move- 
ments the people of Canada wish God 
Speed. 


Election Speculations 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King in- 
dulges in a sharp passage in the House of 
Commons with a Progressive Conservative 
member and immediately the news wires 
are hot with election speculations. 

Undoubtedly Mr. King did permit him- 
self, in the heat of the moment, a veiled 
reference to an appeal to the people, But 
the dialogue led naturally up to it. His 
remark was in perfectly logical sequence to 
the conversational exchange immediately 
preceding it. 

The significance of this incident does 
not lie in whether or not Mr, King’s remark 
foreshadows an election this year, but in 
the fact that the Canadian people are so 
extraordinarily election - conscious that 
every casual statement that might bear on 
an election sets the political prophets a- 
twittering. 

Now what is the source of this amaz- 
ing susceptibility to election hints? What 
has given the Canadian people this super- 
acute interest in election prospects during 
the past few months? , 

The fact that the Canadian people know 
that if Mr. King goes to the country with- 
out implementing the financial and social 
reforms promised in the Throne Speech, 
this country might have to wait another 
five years for those reforms or get them 
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diluted in a highly unpalatable doctrinal 
context. 
Canadians are not sensitive to election

All in the Boat 


“My information shows that Hitler and 
his police are still in control in Germany, 
and that the Nazi party and the German 
generals have decided to stick together.” 

This sentence from Mr, Churchill's 
speech yesterday disposes of the flood of 
rumors that the party and the military 
caste had fallen out. It equally negatives 
the reports that one faction or the other 
has been entertaining hopes to secure a 
negotiated peace by putting the war blame 
on the other. No one on the Allied side is 
better informed on the subject than Mr. 
Churchill, and it can be taken that his 
statement is in line with the facts. 

In any case if this war is to see the fin- 
ish of the Bismarckian tradition which has 
kept Europe in terror and plunged it into 
five wars, the downfall of Hitler and the 
dissolution of the Nazi party alone would 
not accomplish that purpose. Back of the 
Fuchrer and the party is the perman- 
ent, official or unofficial, General Staff, 
composed of Prussian land-barons whose 
perpetual object is conquest. For the mo- 
ment Hitler is their tool, as the Kaiser was 
a quarter of a century ago. To those in- 
heritors of the aggressive impulse, war is 
the normal occupation, peace only a necess- 
ary interval in which to prepare. They are 
the real masters of Germany, and while 
they hold power to either influence or dic- 
tate the national policy there can be no 
such thing as permanent peace for Ger- 
many’s neighbors. 

The militarists would sacrifice Hitler 
for a truce any day, as they made Wilhelm 
a scapegoat and obtained an armistice in 
1918. Unless we are to have another war 
twenty or thirty years hence, this Prussian 
gang must be wiped out, along with their 
Nazis tools and “geopolitic” propagandists.

Can Prevent Any Mass 
Unemployment

Mr. Graham Towers, governor of 
the Bank of Canada, has announced 
a cut in the bank’s rediscount rate 
from 2%% to 14%. This will be 
regarded by the chartered banks as 
a full-steam-ahead signal. They are 
officially authorized to extend loans 
and encourage industry to adapt it- 
self to rapidly changing circumstan- 
ces. While in some directions war 
orders will continue to dominate 
industry to the exclusion of every- 
thing, in other directions the shift- 
over from wartime to peacetime 
production is already under way. 

Ip actual practice, the chartered 
banks make very little use of their 
rediscounting privileges. By ad- 
hering to an ultra-conservative lend- 
ing policy, the commercial banks 
avoid the necessity. The reduction 
in the rediscount rate is intended to 
inaugurate a more liberal lending 
policy by safeguarding the banks 


against any possibility of shortage 


of cash reserves.

Editor Bulletin: The New York 
“Times” very aptly describes the at- 
tack of “Izvestia,” the Moscow gov- 
ernment organ, on the Vatican as 
an incendiary bomb made in Mos- 
cow. The “Times” says: “It ought) 
to be well enough informed to know 
that the Vatican as a temporal pow- 
er is a neutral state with which Rus- 
sia’s two great allies, Britain and 
the United States, have friendly 
and confident relations.” It further 
says, “that this attack is damaging 
to the unity of the allied powers, on 
which victory depends.” 

This is stating the case very mild- 
ly. For if the unity of Christendom 
at its very centre is assailed, what 
is left in this seething world of hate 
and barbarism? Can Moscow 
through its very small clique speak 
for the vast millions of Russia, for 
these great people are Christian, 
not Communist? Their noble arm- 
ies too are fighting for the four 
freedoms proclaimed by the Allied 
leaders; and one of these is the 
freedom of religion. And _ they 
mean to get it. Can any dictator, 
however mighty, rule out by the 
stroke of the pen this spiritual pow- 
er, the Vatican, that has now for 
1900 years shed its benign influence 
upon humanity, and that has chang- 
ed a pagan and enslaved Europe 
into an ordered and Christian civi- 
lization, and one that still remains 
today the most vital power for 
peace and order in the world? 

History is replete with examples 
of catastrophies that have over 
taken tyrants and persecutors in 
the hour of their pride. 

Let “Izvestia” and its standard 
bearers remember the fate of the 
Egyptian pagan army when the Red 
Sea closed upon that mighty host 
that would destroy the fleeing army 
of the chosen Israelites under their 
prophet Moses. 

Let them read again how that 
same Vatican that they now deride 
without arms and any other human 
power hurled back time and time 
again in fear and terror those sav- 
age hosts under Alaric, 410 A.D., 
and again those under Attila the 
Hun, 452 A.D. that “scourge of 
God,” who would sack and lay 
waste the holy places of that same 
Vatican in Rome, 

It was the year 452 A.D. The lone 
Pope Leo I met these savages of 
Attila at the gate of Rome and 
threatened dire disaster to them 
should they desecrate the holy 
places of God.

VII, taking the Pope prisoner, Na- 
poleon’s prestige declined from 


that hour. His first Waterloo came 
in the winter of 1812 with the loss 
of almost all his magnificent army 
on the frozen steppes of Russia in 
its retreat from Moscow. His end 
came in his second and final Wat- 
erloo in Belgium in June, 1815. He 
died a prisoner in exile deeply re- 


pentant for his many national 
crimes. 
Finally Bismarck of Germany, 


that forerunner of Hitler, made his 
boast that he would destroy the 
Catholic church in Germany which 
was his greatest obstacle to his pa- 
ganizing process of his country, 
which he carried to a near success 
for 20 years. Bismarck laid well the 
foundation for the present Godless 
and unholy National Socialism of 
the tyrant Hitler. Bismarck, too, 
went the way of all flesh. He was 
dismissed from office in 1890 and 
died shortly after, another dejected 
and rejected Nero. Let all dictat- 
ors and unchristian tyrants beware.

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Soviet Policy 


Editor, Bulletin: In last Satur- 
day's Bulletin there appeared a 
letter by Rev. C, J. Foran seeking 
to correct a resume of an article in 
Izvestia, the official Soviet paper. 
I have not read the resume but 
there are certain parts of his letter 
which IT am unable to let pass. 

The Spanish Loyalist government 
was legitimately elected, but the 
Vatican very definitely took sides 
with the Fascist rebels who impos- 
ed themselves on the Spanish 
people. 

That anyone would call the Rus- 
sian advance into Poland in 1939 
a “stab in the back,” seems in- 
credible. At the time it seemed 
so, but events since have proved 
that Russia did the sensible thing 
both then and in her later attack 
on Finland with its pro-Nazi gov- 
ernment, Of any other “knifing” by 
the Soviet government I have never 
heard. Since Russia entered the 
League of Nations in the early 
30's she consistently supported 
league moves aguinst aggressor na- 
tions and as consistently supported 
the nations which had been attack- 
ed, but which the league was in- 
disposed to aid. She was treated 
with mistrust and the cold-shoulder 
while her own internal program 
demanded world peace at almost 
any price, The British-U,.S,-Darlan 
deal of a year ago made more than 
the Russians wonder about allied 
foreign policy. 

I fail to see how historians of any 
future time can blame the U.S.S.R. 
for this present conflict. It has come 
upon us primarily because the na- 
tions united at Geneva failed to 
collectively back their fellow na- 
tions who were victims of aggres- 
sion, Why they failed is an inter- 
esting question.

One has 
only to read the daily newspapers 
and note the speeches of certain 
French-speaking members in and 
out of parliament to see to what 
extent they use this privilege. In 


point of the banking system, it 
would be good business to have 
that revision take place in an at- 
mosphere of general contentment.

have stressed opposition to sociali- 
zation and state control of economic 
life. And they have also stressed 
confidence in the competence of 
private enterprise to provide re- 
munerative work for everybody and 
to promote the common welfare. 
This is an entirely new position 
of the utmost importance and sig- 
nificance. It has never happened 


before in the history of capitalistic 


this letter I propose to borrow a 
little along these lines. 

Lord Halifax made a speech the 
other day which seemed to en- 
rage certain members, He was 
repeatedly described as a “foreign- 
er” and a “foreign ambassador.” 
Apparently this description met 
with the approval of the prime 
minister and all the members. 1 
read of no objections. Since when 
did a subject of His Majesty be- 
come a foreigner in Canada? 

The Bloc heads met in Quebec 
and formulated a “platform.” 
Plank No, 1 is “Absolute independ- 
ence for Canada.” Most of us are 
under the impression that we have 
all the independence possible in 
this imperfect world. However, 
these gentlemen made it clear that 
to them absolute independence 
means complete severance of all 
ties and relations with the British 
Gommonwealth. In other words, 
treat them as we do an enemy. 

Reading further I find we are 
not to be so very independent after 
all, Plank 5 states we are to enter 
into “immediate membership in 
the Pan-American Union.” Does 
not such membership require us to 
(assume certain obligations? What 
then becomes of our “absolute in- 
dependence?” 

I know of no reason why we 
should not join, but is it consistent? 
Consider the proposition. We are 
to be asked to throw over our own 
brothers and accept in their stead 
our Portuguese and Spanish Amer- 
ican cousins! With all due respect 
to the citizens of the South Ameri- 
can Republics, I don’t think we'll 
make the trade. 

The other planks are not worth 
mentioning. That one about “racial 
equality” is in again. As usual this 
means appoint him because he is 
French-speaking, not because he is 
fit for the job.

Easy Money 

Not the least significant aspect | 
of the new easy money policy is 
that it registers the acceptance by 
the banking fraternity of notions 
which were decidedly heretical 15 
to 20 years ago, At that time, the 
connection betwen monetary policy 
and industrial depression was 
stoutly denied, Every banker in the 
country flouted the idea that mone- 
tary policy was eyen a contributory 
cause of economic breakdawn, 

Now, quite easily and without the 
slightest friction, the whole banking 
system is committed to the idea 
that mass unemployment and in- 
dustrial breakdown are preventable 
and that appropriate monetary pol- 
icy can go a long way to assist in 
preventing them, 

Looking backward, we can now 
see that the publication in 1936 of 
Lord Keynes’ great book “The Gen- 
eral Theory of Employment, Inter- 
est and Money” marked the turn- 
ing point, Appalled by the confu- 
sion amongst economists about the 
causes of the 1929-35 world depres- 
sion, and ashamed of their pathetic 
helplessness to prescribe any rem- 
edies to heal the distresses of man- 
kind, Keynes re-examined all the 
accepted theories in which he had 
been trained and which he had con- 
sistently taught. 


Results 

The results were truly amazing. 
He discovered that the whole struc- 
ture of orthodox economic science 
was founded on the fallacious as- 
sumption that mass unemployment 
was an impossibility. Starting with 
the assumption that everybody and 
everything must of necessity be 
working to capacity, it proceeded to 
argue quite logically from that false 
premise, Keynes did not challenge 
their logic. He simply called at- 
tention to the rotten foundation, 

“The charactersists assumed by 
the classical theory happen not to 
be those of the economic society in 
which we actually live, with the 
result that its teaching is mislead- 
ing and disastrous if we attempt 
to apply it to the facts of experi- 
ence, It may well be that the 
classical theory represents the way 
in which we should like our econ- 
omy to behave. But to assume that 
it does no is to assume our diffi- 
culties away.” 

Having thus blasted orothodox 
economic theory beyond hope of its 
recovery, Keynes proceeded to lay 
a firmer foundation for an economy 
of full employment and prosperity, 
Briefly summarizing an abstruse 
argument, Keynes reached the con- 
clusion that money is effective de- 
mand. If demand is to equate cap- 
acity use of men and materials, 
money must be available in ade- 
quate quantity, and at a low inter- 
est rate. 

Equally important it must be im- 
mune to hoarding and must always 
be actually used to purchase 
promptly the products of the in- 
dustrial system. Incidentally, he 
admitted that Karl Marx, Silvio 
Gesell, Major Douglas, and J. A. 
Hobson have been on the right 
track all along.

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Expect Invasion 
In South France 


LONDON, Feb. 23. — (CP) — 
Evacuation of France's Mediter- 
ranean coast began yesterday, said 
a commentator on the German- 
controlled Paris radio, because the 
French government considers south- 
ern France will be the first region 
invaded by the Allies,

Robert de Beauplan constituted a 
reminder that the time is not far 
off when weather will be suitable 
for invasion anywhere along 
France's coastline.

OWNERSHIP CONSIDERED 


The question of government or 
private ownership was not related 
to expenditures although it was 
carefully considered at the start of 
development, 

In the light of all the facts—that 
aluminum production required op- 
erations in British Guiana, New- 
foundland, and Greenland as well 
as Canada; that the British govern- 
ment had already made large ad- 
vances to the company for devel- 
opment in Canada—it was decided 


not to attempt government owner- | 


ship. 

In connection with tax conces- 
sessions, the government had 
done no more than keep faith 
with the other governments 
which were purchasing alum- 
inum, Mr. Howe said.

Was Offspring 


Of Gift Mare 


LONDON, Feb. 23. (CP) A 
British army officer, leading a 
thoroughbred mare, called on an 
; Irish farmer in County Meath just 
before the First Great War and 
asked the farmer to care for the 
} animal while he went to war, The 
officer never came back. 

But for that, Golden Miller 


perhaps the greatest steeplechaser 
of all time, would not have been 
born, Offspring of an obscure sire 
after the farmer kept the mare for 
cost, the “ugly duckling” later won 
a record number of five Chelten- 
ham gold cups and a Grand Na- 
tional in dominating ‘chasing for 
several years. 

The great animal's history is told 
in “The Life of Golden Miller,” a 
book just off the press and written 
by his trainer, Basil Briscoe 

Now 17, Golden Miller is spend- 
years of his life 
He left 
the racing scene only five years 
ago. 

Briscoe purchased Golden Miller, 
sight uaseen, in March of 1930 for 
approximately $2,400 after a hunter- 
dealer called him “the best-looking 
three-year-old in Ireland.” 


Shortly afterwards, the Hon. 
Dorothy Paget, millionaire race- 
horse owner and breeder, pur- 
chased the Miller and his stable 
companion, Insurance, for nearly 
$60,000. The horse went on to win 
the gold cups and in 1934 achieved | 
trainer Briscoe’s life ambition by | 
winning the Grand National.

Delegates to the 24th conven- 
tion of the Alberta Federation of 
Labor, while commending the 
provincial government on better 
conditions for workers under the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, 
and also the executive of the fed- 
eration for obtaining these condi- 
tions, requested labor’s governing 
body to seek other amendments 
to the act at the present session 
of the legislature. 

They asked for amendments that 
would give 100 per cent coverage 
from the first day of lay-off, due to 
accident or occupational disease; 
coverage for all occupational dis- 
eases, and an increase in the num- 
ber of inspectors employed in 
safety and first aid inspection work. 


FIREMEN’S REQUEST 


An amendment proposed' by 
Local 209, International Association 
of Fire-Fighters, Edmonton, asks 
provision of compensation in the 
case of fire-fighters suffering from 
heart trouble and pneymonia, and 
also that these diseases be classi- 
fied as occupational diseases. 

A resolution urging the conven- 
tion to go on record requesting 
closer co-operation on the gart of 
the commissioners of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Board with in- 
dustrial workers was turned down 
by the convention. 

Carl E. Berg, and Alfred Far- 
milo told delegates that many 
concessions had been made to 
labor by the board, and consider- 
able improvement in the board's 
operations had resulted from re- 
presentations made by labor.

Surance figures as revealed by 
operations of the Alberta govern- 
ment insurance office, which is 
under his direction. 


Some of the savings the minister 
said had been effected were: $120,- 
414 in three years, saved in 1936 
when the government insured all 
its buildings with one company; a 
further saving of $5,302 when that 
contract expired, and the govern- 
ment insurance office took over this 
insurance; a further saving of $5,000 
when this was renewed in 1943, or 
a total of $376,130 on government 
property alone. 


PREMIUMS DOWN 

Then by 1942, premiums collected 
by insurance companies in Alberta. 
exclusive of the government insur- 
ance office, had dropped by $1,- 
110,647 as compared to 1940 figures. 
In the same years 1940 to 1942, the 
government insurance office had 
collected net premiums of $115,097, 
said Mr. Hooke. 

Insurance rates have been re- 
duced by all insurers since 1939 
anywhere from 25 per cent. to 45 
per cent., said the minister. Esti- 
mated on a basis of 35 per cent. 
reduction, and on a basis of 
premiums written in 1940, this 
gives a saving to the people of 
$1,435,336, as borne by the 1942 
reduction in premium. 


To this must be added the saving 
effected on government property 
of over $370,000, together with that 
saved policyholders who have in- 
sured with the Alberta government 
insurance office. 


FURTHER SAVING 

On the assumption that they too 
would have paid 35 per cent more 
for their insurance had they in- 
sured with line companies, a 
further saving of $40,283 is given to 
the people of the province in three 
years, 1940 to 1942 inclusive, the 
minister went on. According to the 
auditors’ statement for 1943, the 
government insurance office had 


premiums totalling $108,121, so it

At the present time there are a 
number of butter substitutes which 
are available, and whieh are sold 
under the terms “oleomargarine” 
and “margarine.” Due to economic 
stress, many tamilies have switched 
from the use of butter to the use 
of one of these popular butter sub- 
stitutes, Just the other day one of 
my patients was telling me that her 
family has started to use oleomar- 
garine and have found it very sat- 
isfactory. She had not tried a but- 
ter substitute of this sort for the 
past 15 years and stated that in her 
opinion there has been a great im- 
provement in the product and that 
the taste is much more agreeable 
than she remembered it. 

Dietitians have been aware that 
butter substitutes are cheaper than 
butter, but have felt that the vita- 
min A content of the butter made it 
nutritionally superior to oleomar- 
garines. The latter objection has 
been removed since they are now | 
fortified with the vitamin. 

The usual butter substitutes are 
made from a large variety, The 
“oleo-” part of the word “oleomar- 
garine” refers to “oleo oil.” This 
is a yellow oil of a buttery con- 
| sistency, which comes from certain 
animal fats, It is expressed, for 
example, from a high grade of beet 
tallow, with the greater part of the 
solid fat being left behind, This 
oleo oil is used in manufacturing

| And Mine

| There are dozens of reaesons 
for the disturbing and irritating 
rash which breaks out on a well 
baby and is known as eczema, 

Because this rash is not accom- 
| panied by fever or signs of illness 
jand because, despite periods of 
}apparent healing, it becomes a 
more or less constant thing, it is 
distinguishable from the rash dis- 
eases. 

The child with eczema is suf- 
fering from a personal sensitivity 
to some common food, or some 
commonplace factor in his im- 
mediate environment and he can- 
not be relieved or cured of it 
until these offending factors are 
changed or eliminated, 

In some fe cases eczema might 
develop because of constant over- 
feeding which’ develops food sens 
sitivities and this would seem to be 
the case with the baby of Mrs, 
H. D. Y. 

“My baby had a beautiful clear 
skin,” she writes. “until she was 
about four months’ old, She was 
breast-fed and had a supplementary 
bottle, She gained enormously and 
at 11 weeks weighed 15 pounds. 

“Then I put her on the bottle en- 
tirely and began giving her baby 
cereal, vegetables and orange juice 
as the clinic ordered, She began 
to have a very rough skin, first her 
forehead then down on her cheeks, 
“She is being given ascorbic acid 
tablets instead of the orange juice 
but so far this hasn't helped, She 
is just in misery, the rash itches 
so, and she looks so terrible, cover- 
ed with this black salve I was told 
}to use. What could you suggest?” 
| Not much, without knowing the 
exact contents of her formula and 
| the amounts of ths supplementary 
| foods. 

It would seem, from what you have 
told me, this might be the result 
of consistent over-feeding. The ad- 
dition of the new foods plus the 
large amount of milk, capable of 
resulting in such an enormous gain, 
has possibly sensitized the child 
to milk 

I'd reduce the diet to the formula 
plus the ascorbic acid tablets and 
vitamin D in some form and give 
the baby's digestion a rest. Then 
if this doesn’t work any improve- 
ment it would be wise to make 
changes in the formula, If it is 
plain milk, try evaporated or dried 
milk, if this isn't helpful, try goat's 
milk, Soybean formulas may have 
to be a last resort if none of these 
changes result in a clear skin. 
Don't be in too great a hurry to 
increase the baby’s diet. His diges- 
tion doesn't seem to have been 
equal to the load put upon it.

It is often stated that Matthew 
Galbraith Perry was the first white

around her and finally she herself 
was forced. to travel the under- 
ground road. Her story, of course, 
is of the bloody trail she followed 
across France, 

She told one story of how she 
had smuggled a French officer out 
of home in the French equivalent 
of a garbage can. The Gestapo be- 
came suspicious of the garbage col- 
lector and gave chase. The man, 
who was wounded, leaped over a 
wall as the truck sped past. His 
wound opened but he managed to 
elude the searchers in spite of a 
trail of blood behind him, 

Finally he became exhausted 
from the race that led him over 
walls, down alleys and even over 
rooftops, The door of a large apart- 
ment block had been propped open 
and half fainting, he slipped be- 
hind it. 

But his wound was bleeding pro- 


fusely and when the concierge 
came out a few minutes later, she 
saw the trickle of blood from be- 
hind the door, Fortunately she was 
a loyal Frenchwoman and she took 


there are thousands of soldiers, 
ragged, yes, but well trained, well- 
disciplined. As soon as the Allies 
step on European soil they will 
make themselves felt. They have 
planned exactly what they will do, 
every detail is taken care of. 

“IT even know the name of the 
brave girl who will command an 
ambulance corps in France. These 
people are trained. In small groups 
men attend hidden training camps.” 

The countess and her friends are 
optimistic about the second front. 

“It should not be a difficult cam- 
paign,” she said. “From information 
I have received I know the fortress 
of Europe is manned by old men 
and boys. They are poorly equip- 
ped. The Nazis in France are ter- 
rified. They are ready to pack up 
and run for Germany on the first 
hint of invasion, 

“But that invasion must come 
soon, The German propaganda ma- 
chine is extremely dangerous. They 
are cleverly stirring up distrust of 
the British. They may succeed if 
the blow doesn’t come soon.”

freedom to choose whatever insur- 
ance company they wished, and 
protection was given to them at a 
minimum cost. 

With reference to the Teachers’ 
Retirement Fund Board, on 
which he is the government re- 
presentative, Mr. Hooke said 
pensions paid under the board 
have been increased to $30 a 
month maximum, from $25 set 
when the fund was established 
about four years ago. 

He stated the fund is growing 
nicely, and there seems to be every 
hope that the time is not too far 
distant when a proper superannua- 
tion fund can be set up for Alberta 
teachers. 


REFERS TO REMARKS 


The minister made reference to 
remarks made earlier in the de- 
bate, when J, J. Bowlen, Liberal 
M.L.A, for Calgary, had suggested 
the people of Alberta had been 
“Sold down the river’ when the 
government defaulted on its bond 
issucs. 

He said that the government of 
Alberta between the years 1905- 
1921 had built up a $60,000,000 
debt, and the next government 
had built $100,000,000 more debt. 
“That is when we were sold down 
the river,” said Mr, Hooke, He 
said the province had been sold 
down the river by international 
finance, and that the crash of 
1929 had put the people in o 
position where they actually 
could not pay their debts. 


The minister then read quotations 
from “Social Planning for Canada,” 
one of which was as follows: “Every 
time we set up a new permanent 
independent commission to carry 
on some function of government, 
we deny in practice the naive theory 
of democracy in which we still pro- 
fess to believe—that all the power 


lies with the ‘peepul’ to be exer- 
cised by their elected representa- 
tives.” 


WHY FIGHT SOCIALISM? 

“Is this what our boys are fight- 
ing for?” Mr. Hooke asked, “They 
are being told today” by many 
spokesmen in Canada that social- 
ism is the answer to their problem. 
Why, then, send them to Europe 
to fight against it?” 

“Why don’t we tell them that in- 
ternational finance, their worst 
enemy, is backing the philosophy 
of national socialism? 

“What is Nazism but a type of 
socialism?” the minister asked 
later. 

“It is not!” Elmer E, Roper, C.C.F, 
M.L.A. for Edmonton, interjected. 

There are but two philosophies 
of life, individualism and collect- 


ivism, Mr, Hooke said. The 
philosophy of individualism em- 
braces democracy, Christianity, 


and the doctrine of the individual 

supreme, while the philosophy of 

collectivism embraces socialism, 
paganism, and the doctrine of the 
state supreme. 

“All political parties will soon 
have to tell the people which phil- 
osophy they stand for,” the minister 
declared. 

He said, “Our socialist friends are 
telling the people so many contra- 
dictory stories that one doesn't 
know what to believe.” 


DIVIDE ON PHILOSOPHY 


The house was warned that the 
line of demarcation between phil- 
osophies will be drawn soon, and 
before long the people will forget 
party and divide on philosophy, 
and would insist upon economic 
freedom with a maximum of free- 
dom, a system in which work is 
only a means to an end, and not 
an end in itself,
